| TERRIBLE EARTHQUAKE AT 
“MANILA, AT-NOON OF 
18th JULY, 1880. ~~ 


(Special account for the “ China Mail.”) 
Manila, July 20, 

Manila has again been the scene of 
these frightful geological phenomena 
thot from time to time afflict these 
Islands. « Fortunatély the hour. it oc- 
curred, between.12 midday. and one 
o'clock in the “afternoon of ithe 18th, 
saved us from a calamity which com- 
pared with that of 1863 -would have 
been terrible to contemplate, . As now 
write, every hour or so we ara feeling 
slight shocks, and the general opinion is 
they are far from finished, as from past 
experience we look for more shocks for 
days to come, and perhaps may have a 


heavy ong to end up with. . The sight 
is imposing, and the effect it has upon 
the observer who has felt the shocks, 
sud wanders through the town seeing 
the ruinous state that_ many buildin 


ate in, one can bot realize the danger 
that yet eurrounds us on every side. 
The frightened, terrified look of the 
people going through the streets, the 
slightest noise being sufficient to startle 
and set every soul Oe out of 
‘the houses to the ‘middle of the streats, 
and to the squares, every slight shock 
of tho earth strikes terror into the soul 
of every. ono, each and ory mae expect- 
ing unheard-of calamity. Families aro 
leaving the city and rishing out into 
the country, into the native huts, and 
last. night I heard thot a native asked 
for his nut, about 8 feet square, £20 a 
night from o family who had esca) 
from a fallen house, saving only what 
they stood in, The terror that over- 
came the inhabitants: at the moment of 
the heavy shock it is not possible to 
describe. The movement of the earth 
wos auch a8 to deprive people of the use 
of their feet; even the coolest and bravest 
who did not for o moment lose their pre- 
sence of mind, found it very difficult 
to keep on their legs; then the thunder. 
ing noise of tha falling buildings, 
the dust rising in thick clouds where 
the ruins fell, caused many people 
to ery ont: Fire} Firo! Thia caused 
agony upon agony, sad the terror-struck 
natives fenoeipally the women) threw 
themselves on the ground and, praying 
aloud, called upon their God in the most 
heart-rending tones. It was altogether 
a scence that the, longest life can never 
efface from memory... I am trying to 
brace my nerves and write plainly, but 
with the earth moving from your feet 
every now and then jt is hardly possible 
to do more than make Pentel ‘tnder- 
stool, so I hope you will make out the 
letter.

Tho view during the earthquake from 
the vessels in the river was, as described 
by an aye-witness, something to be seen 
to be appreciated. Tho rocking to and 
fro of the buildings was something terri- 
fic—-the vessela moving about and 
bumping each other-as thongh in a heavy 
seaway; the water of the river, bubbling 
up and mixed with the black mud of the 
river,, was all. the colour of ink; 
hundreds’. of people rushed off to the 
ships and remained all night, In 
the Bay the same bubbliog appearance 
was observable on tho water, and the 
shock was distinctly felt on board the 
ships; the water's depth close in shore 
has been shaHowed some four feet in 
some places, Most of the English houses 
have suffered, the offices being a complete 
wreck, come godowna having fallen in ; 
and in fact all buildings have more 
or less the. indelible mark of the past 
phenomena upon them, 

‘Wo may all thank a Divino Providence 
that we live to tell the tale, and trust 
we have seen the worst of it. We may 
say we have lived decade in a few 
moments.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Captain Talbot, of the British steamer 
Esmeralda, gives a connected and 
graphic account of the terrible catas- 
trophe that has happened, of the fearful 
state of panic in-which the people were, 
and of the tremendous damage that has 
been dotie'to property.. The small loss 
of life.-that has resulted from the 
visitation is perhops tlie: most: “extra- 
otdinary part -of the whole story. 
Leaving Hongkong on Tuesday weelr, 
the Zemeralda found, even’ upon her 
arrival at Manila, on the Friday, traces 
of an. earthquake; “id some demolish- 
ed buildings, and e community of all 
clagses, occupations and races half panic- 
stricken. How the vessel got -dis- 
‘charged and. loaded for her return trip 
is more than any one can tell... Business 
was done by: fits and :starta only, and

The Admiral’s house, which stands near 
the river, was destroyed; the Palace 
‘was in ruins; almost every house of 
any note not ‘destroyed, and the private 
houses as well, were shiken severely ; 
but of these other contributions in these 
columns give more details... There does 
not. seem to have been any looting to 
thatextent which generally characterises 
8 fire or other great catastrophe like; 
this; the thieves and those who might 
be tempted by such an occasion as the 
exposure of valuables of all kinds un- 


protected, were as scared’ as those to 
whom the property belonged, and fled for 
dear life as far away as they could from 
these valuable properties.” Tho Jesuit 
Brothers, who have a splendid observa- 
tory there with the most elaborate and 
extensive machinery for denoting and 
recording the movements, their direc- 
tion, force and duration ia the time of an 
earthquake, notified’ from time to time, 
what the probabilities were, judgin 

from the facts they had collected an

spa as circulated in their name really 
ad we cannot confidently say, but they 
seem to have been accepted as genuine 
as thoy were repeated ftom mouth to 
mouth, and the excited state of the 
community was heightened or decreased 
according to their purport. It was fore- 
told in this manner that as Boon as the 
moon went down there would .bo.a severe 
shock. This came true ton fow minutes 
one of the severest shocks that occurred 
before the Esmeralda let having taken 
place then. It was noxt stated by the 
same authorities that there would be an- 
other severe shock about 12.30; and the 
suspense end agony must have been some- 
thing terrible of those who waited, and 
waited with feclings that cannot be de- 
scribed and can scarcely be imagined. 
The hour passed, and although thore were 
tremblings and palpitations and slight 
upheavals, there was at that time no auch 
severe shock as had been foretold and 
had been deeply feared, The suffer- 
ings of the people however may be said 
to have been fully os great aa if the 
shock had come; perhaps greater. Next’ 
day, that is on ‘Thesday, the voleano Tal 
broke out into a considergble state of 
eruption, and it was hoped by the ma- 
jority of the people that this was a good 
sign and that the internal disturbances 
from which the Islands were suffering 
might find in this n safety-valve of escape. 
The greatest shock of all was yet, 
however, to come, It happened after 
the letter which oppears in our present 
issue was written by our correspondent, 
after the Esmeralda had cleared and 
was leaving; that would be about 4 
o’clock:on the afternoon of the 20th 
(Tuesday Inst.) The Cathedral spire 
and several other conspicuous buildings 
were seen to topple and fall in one in- 
glorious pile with a terrific crash, clouds 
of dust covering the whole town ino 

few seconds afterwards and obscurin, 

the view of everything, This shoc 
was distinctly felt in the Bay, where 
the Lemeralda was lying: ‘Tho water 
bubbled and boiled up noisily oll around 
her, the vessel tossed os if in o heavy 
ey j,and was bumped heavily as if the 
ed of the-rivor was also concerned in the 

general state of excited upheaval. The 
wreck of a ship which has been sunk 
near the beach was thrown right up out 
of the water, bodily, and one of her iron 
masts was seen to give way. She had 
been sunk for some time, and the raising 
of the vessel had been given up as an 
impossibility. The condltion of all the 
shipping in the river. was something 
frightful, and all those who were in the 
midst of it will pray earnestly they may 
never have to go through the like again. 
The sensation both on board ship and 
on shore was. @ fierce tremendous strain 
on.the nerves; the shocks came with 
remarkable unpleasantness, and the_feel- 
ing they engendered, besides the mova 
ment of the ground, more particularly 
on shore, was that of being suddenly 
connected with o galvanic battery, 
strongly claret Their frequency was 
as great as their- unpleasantness: the 
company of friends with whom Captain 
Talbot dined on shore on Saturda 
evening was interrupted by four distinct 
shocks during’ the progress of din- 
ner, “There ‘are many cases in which 
Europeans have sustained slight bruises 
and other hurts, but only one case of 
serious burt happened to any European co 
far as we have heard.--Mr Parker, assist- 
aatin the house of Messrs Peele, Hubbell 
'& Co, escaped from'the batk room of the 
remises when’ from @ severo'shook col- 
apse of the building threatened, and he 
[was struck by the falling roof; bis right 
arm was. broken in four places .and 
dislocated_as well j:his: head was fear- 
fully smashed »behind,~-and ‘ an- ugly 
gash was inflicted ‘over ‘the left eye 
which was considered likely ‘to destroy.

hand. Life in circumstances like these 
is sometimes long prolonged, as witness 
the tragedy of the iull of honses in the 
High Street of Edinburgh in 1860, 
when one boy, after an imprisonment 
in a confined space for an almost 
incredible length of time, with tons 
of debris over the rafters which had 
fallen on him and saved him, was able to 
cheer his deliverérs and guide them more 
safely to his risky hiding place by the 
call of “ Heave awa’, Inds. “Pm no deed 
yet.” But looking at the whole circam- 
stances of the Manila catastrophe so far as. 
we have them before us, we should opine 
that the fatelities have been consider- 
ably understated, and ‘that the com- 
munity will have to moura for several 
hundreds of lives. It seems inconceiv- 
able that a city of the size of this could 
be reduced to rains and only some fifty 
or sixty people killed. “One considera- 
tion comes prominently before one’s 
mind in totalling up the result of any 
sad disaster like this, be it railway. 
accident, fire, earthquake, mining ac- 
cident or typhoon. ‘The disastrous re- 
sult is not confined to the mere destruc- 
tion of property, plus the loss of life; olus

ON THE DISASTER.

_ The Diario de Manila of the 20th 
instant, says:— 

One of those most mournful geological 
phenomena which from time to time 
afflict these countries, destroying in-a 
momont the progress of three lustros, 
happened the day before yesterday, 
to the immense consternation of all in 
this capitel-and probably all within the 
provinces of Luzon ‘as well. 

. Such events so much confuse the mind 
that only a superhuman effort, prompted 
by the duty which is incumbent on us, 
to narrate all the news, whether im- 
portant or otherwise, could allow ue to 
do as we now propose, namely to collect 
all our strength to comply with our 
mission. Given the unsettled state of 
our mind at this moment, we are inable 
to give full details of what has occurred, 
ea we therefore beg of our readers to 
excuse ua from any blame that may occur 
through errors or omissions, 

We are, above all, debtore to the 
Divine Providence for a great benefit 
which can best bo paid with fervent 


the permanent and manifest personal in+ 
juries that have been sustained. The fear- 
ful mass of harm doneis to be found in the 
shattered nerves, the great shock such an 
event gives to debilitated constitutions 
of men, women and children, the disease 
and death that ore, in insiduous and un- 
thought-of ways, bred by the excitement, 
the worry, the exposure, the agonising 
strain that such a timo throws upon the 
nervous systems of those who are called 
on to undergo them. It has been well 
said that there is not o man in Manila 
who has a nerve left in him, Every- 
body is in a state of prostration. Capt. 
Talbot and his officers speak with no 
little concern of the shattered stato of 
their nervous system, their sleepless 
ae and unhappy recollections of the 
whole experiences of thetime. Any one 
can understund this feeling; it is the 
basis of the expressive Eastern proverb 
that a man once bitten by a snake ever 
afterwards runs from a rope, as also of 
our own more quaint if less strong saw, 
that a burnt bairn dreads the fire. 


It should be distinctly understood 
that these details to hand to-day are not 
the worst news we arelikely tohear from 
Manila. ‘There seems to be every rea- 
son to believe that the shock of earth- 

uake that came over the the city as the 
Ronmrates was leaving was the severest 
that had yet come. It was after that, 
next day in fact, that the telegram 
gitived here to the effect that “ Manila 
was in ruims; all offices closed for a 
woek ; living in sampans,” As early 
as the 19th, the European inhabitant- 
were taking themselves off to the ships 
ping for safety. Then on the afternoon 
of the 22nd we had the terse telegram 
full of meaning up to that late date, 
“Constant _earthquikes ; Business sns- 
pended: Europeans all well.” The 
arrival of the next steamer from Manila 
which should ba the Eleano, the. 
Diamante following,—will be anxiously 
looked for. = 

From another source we have the fol- 
lowing :— 

On Tuesday afternoon, the 20th inst., 
shortly before the departure of the Ze- 
meralda for em another shock 
was experienced of considerable sevority. 
Houses were blown down, towers over- 
turned and the spire of the Cathedral 
destroyed. A sunken vessel, which bad 
been lying at the bottom of the harbour 
for the past four years, was thrown out 
of the water, one of her iron masts fallin; 
overboard. It appears that this ship hat 
been on fire and was sunk, but all efforts 
to raise the vessel had been unavailing, 
end she had: been allowed to remain in 
the harbour till now, when probabl 
renewed endeavours to’ raise her will 
be made.“ Only one accident of any 
consequence is mentioned. os having 
befallen an European, although many 
narrow escapes might be recotded. On 
Sunday afternoon, Mr Parker, of Messrs 
Peele Hubbell & Co., was making his 
escape from his house during a shock of 
some violence, when'‘he was struck by 
the falling debris of the roof. The ins 
juries he has received: are of the most 
serious nature, He sustained a severe 
cut on the head and face, his left arm ia 
fractured in four places, and his shoulder 
dislocated. The gravest fears‘ ore en- 
tertained that he will.not recover, as it 
was rumoured that mortification -had set |

disease, his medical advisers are conse- 
quently unable to administer chloroform 
to effect an .amputetion of the injured 
limb. The inhabitants are in a state of 
the utmost panic, throwing themselves 
down on the strests ‘and calling on the 
saints for protection. There anf 
a house. in the whole. town uninjured, 
and the European’ residenta have ‘taken 
up their abede amongst, the shipping 
inharbou, . pL 
- Manila may- be called an abiding- 
place for ‘earthquakes. We. take the| 
following note from the Directory. pub- 
lished here, which ‘may, beinteresting at 
the present time t=" 8. 
“The city was founded ‘iz 1571,

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pre ers, for-that amidst our misfortunes, 
has saved this country from a.yet 
more terrible catastrophe. 

‘This capital woa during Sunday dis- 
turbed by slight shocks of earthquake 
which have been succeeding each other 
tho last few days, but it was not thought 
that thera was any cause for alarm as 
the terraquial movements were dot of 
such a nature as tocompol the precautions 
to be taken which are usual in such 
cases when danger is apprehended, 

‘The inhabitants of Manila having go- 
nerally disposed of their breakfasts by 
12 noon, and the circumstance of it being 
aholiday, and the public and private 
establishments being closed, permitted 
the families to be collected. While at 
many houses the inmates were all sittin, 
at the table, and when the clock waked 
20 minutes to 1, the first terrible shocks 
were felt, with a violence that left no 
doubt as to the pair of this visitation.

They must not exceed the following dimen- 
sions, 2 fest long, 1 foot broad, 1 foot deep, 
nor weigh mora than 5ibs. Thé po 8 
will be 20-conts per ib., which will include 
Registration, The may be wholly 
closed if they bear this special endorse- 
ment; PARoRL, CONTAINING NO LETTER, but 
any parcel may be opened by direction of 
the Postmaster General. 


2, The following cannot be transroitted : 
Parcels insufficiently packed or protected, 


ot liable to be crushed (as bandboxes, 
&«.) Glass, Liqnida, ora substarces, 
Matehes, Indigo, Dycstuffs, Ice, Meat, 
Fish, Game, Fruit, Vegetables, or whatever 
is dangerous to the Mails, or likely to be- 
come offensive or injurious in transit. 


8. Parcels will as o general rule be for- 
warded by Private Ship, not by Contract 
Mail Packet, The Post Office reserves the 
right of selecting the opportunity for trans- 
mission, and of delaying delivery in case 
the number of parcels is auch aa to retard 
other correspondence. No responsibility 
{a necepted with regard to any parcel, but 
the system of Registration will secure the 
senders againat any bata very remote pro- 
bability of loss. 


4. Tho public are cautioned not to con- 
found those facilities with a Parcel Post to 
Europe, &¢., which doos not oxist.

Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Letter, 


Tho Port Office is not legally responsible 
for the aafo delivery of Registered corres- 
pondence, but honceforth it will be pre 
pared to make good the contents of such 
ndenco fost while passing through 
the Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
casos, provided :— 

1. That the sendor duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require. 


2, That the letter was securely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope. 


3, That spplication was made to the 
Postmaster General of Hongkong im- 
mediately tho loas was discovered, tho 
envelope being invariably forwarded with 
such application unless it also Ss loat, 


fied that tho losa ocourred whilst the corres 
mndenca was in the custody of the British 
Postal administration in China, that it was 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
sender, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disho eaty or negligence of any 
erson not in the employment of the 

ongkong Post Office, . . 

6. No compensation can be pald for mere 
damage to fragile articles such as portraits, 
watches, handsomely bound books, dc, 
which reach their destination, although in 
a broken or deteriorated condition,

Honcy Order Regulations. 


1.—Money Orders are exchanged with 
the United Kingdom, New South Wales, 
Queensland, South Australia and: Port 
Darwin, the Straits Settlements, Western 


Australla, and (except at Shanghai) with 
the Japanese Kmpire, Hongkong also 
issues orders on Shanghai, and vies versa. 


Q.—-Small sume may be remitted between 
the other Ports by means of Postage 
Stamps, subject to a charge of one per 
cent. for cashing them. a 


3.—Many Money Orders are supplied to 
residents at.thesmaller Ports in this way. 
An.applicstion for an order* is filled Avy 
and is enclosed with » stamped, dirooted, 
and envelope to the Postmaster at 
the nearost issuing office. The pplication 
must be scoompanied with the fail amount 
(including commisston) in cheque, postage 
stamps, or other equivalent of ‘cash, and a 
little margin should be left for variations 
of exchange.
